SELECTMEN'S    REPORT 

financial  Condition : 

The  linnncial  operation  of  the  Town  for  1962  resulted 
in  a  deiicit  of  $1,305.64.  With  the  issuance  of  $3,000  in  long 
term  notes  the  net  debt  now  stands  $4,305.64.  The  operating 
deficit  resulted  from  an  overdraft  in  highway  expenditures. 
This  is  detailed  below. 

Highway  Department: 

As  an  aid  to  analysis  of  the  expenditures  of  this  depart- 
ment a  breakdown  of  the  various  catagories  plus  a  compari- 
son with  the  previous  year  is  offered.

Further  breakdown  of  the  repairs  catagory  shows  that 
Grader  repairs  totaled  $408.89,  Snow  Plow  $471.56  and  the 
York  Rake  $129.00.  The  balance  consists  of  truck  repairs, 
welding,  etc. 

Included  under  materials  are  two  years  worth  of  sand 
and  salt,  and  driveway  receipts  were  under  last  year. 

An  article  in  the  warrant  calls  for  consideration  of  a 
storage  garage  for  Town  Equipment.  We  feel  that  equip- 
ment not  in  actual  use  should  be  stored,  repaired  and  painted 
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if  necessary  in  ofif  peak  periods  thereby  being  readily  avail- 
able when  needed. 

Town  Dump: 

Refuse  brought  in  from  outside  of  Town  presented  more 
than  the  usual  problem  of  disposal  during  the  year.  It  is 
planned  to  erect  a  sign  before  the  summer  season  forbidding 
this  practice.  A  slightly  larger  appropriation  is  being  asked 
for  this  year  to  grade  the  disposal  area  and  fence  off  a  section 
where  dumping  is  not  allowed. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  that  the  Bridgewater 
Town  Dump  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  best  cared  for  in 
this  region. 

fire  Department: 

The  Town  was  again  fortunate  to  escape  serious  loss 
from  Forest  Fires  during  the  hazardous  dry  and  windy 
period  of  last  spring.  However  other  types  of  fires  reached 
an  all-time  high  during  the  year. 

Work  was  started  on  the  Tilton  Brook  reservoir  in  the 
fall.  Trees  were  cut,  a  diversion  ditch  was  excavated  to  take 
care  of  the  flow  of  the  brook  while  a  dragline  hired  from  the 
Goodwin  Crane  &  Ec[uipment  Service  removed  the  accumu- 
lation of  silt  and  muck  from  the  reservoir. 

A  gate  lifting  device  has  been  procured  from  the  Public 
Service  Co.  of  N.H.  and  an  obsolete  hydrant  with  standard 
steamer  connections  is  on  the  site  ready  to  be  put  in  place. 

As  estimates  of  the  cost  of  excavation  presented  to  the 
Selectmen  the  previous  year  proved  to  be  inaccurate  we  do 
not  have  on  hand  sufficient  fluids  to  complete  the  job  and  an 
article  has  been  placed  in  the  warrant  to  cover  this. 

Circumstances  did  not  permit  the  conversion  of  the  Fire 
Truck  acquired  from  the  Forestry  Department  during  the 
past  year.   F\mds  for  this  purpose  were  forwarded  from  last 
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year's  appropriation  and  it  is  expected  it  will  be  ready  ff)r 
service  in  the  near  future. 

We  recommend  that  if  funds  are  available,  that  a  series 
of  dry  hydrants  or  standpipes  be  placed  in  strategic  locations 
such  as  at  Drew  Pond  on  the  River  Road,  and  along  the  shore 
of  Newfound  Lake. 

Rez'alitatioii  : 

Again  this  year  we  are  asking  the  Town  Meeting  to 
authorize  the  State  Tax  Commission  to  effect  a  revaluation  of 
the  Town.  Absence  of  available  time  on  the  part  of  the 
Selectmen  is  the  main  consideration  for  this  request.

As  in- 
dicated therein,  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $3,884.91,  from

As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4),  a  net 
overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $2,711.65,  less  a  revenue  sur- 
plus of  $1,026.74,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $1,684.91.

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1962,  made  up  in  accord- 
ance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  De- 
cember 31,  1962,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  ol'ficials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  ex])endi- 
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tures  verified.  Book  balances  were  verified  by  comparison 
with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained 
from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated 
by  the  Collector's  records.  The  amounts  of  uncollected  and 
unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  therefore 
subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the 
return  of  verification  notices. 

General  Comments 

Current  Deficit: 

It  is  noted  that  the  current  financial  condition  of  the 
Town  changed  from  a  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets 
over  current  liabilities)  of  $379.27,  to  a  current  deficit  (ex- 
cess of  current  liabilities  over  total  assets)  of  $1,305.64.  in 
1962,  as  shown  herewith :

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FIRE    WARDEN'S    REPORT 

Preventing  Forest  fires  Is  Our  Responsibility 

Costs  of  sup[)ressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  iires  in  New- 
Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible  $5,545.  In 
the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and  towns  for  control 
of  such  fires  for  which  no  responsibility  could  be  placed  cost 
another  $24,634.  What  utter  waste  of  tax  money  and  what 
shameful  and  needless  loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in 
the  2,200  acres  burned.  Residences,  farms,  and  other  busi- 
ness places  were  threatened  with  possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  l)e  prevented  if  every 
citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to  any  source 
of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our  fire  loss  low  by 
remembering  these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises,  obtain  a 
permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Seasonal  permits  may 
be  issued  for  approved  incinerators  and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry  windy 
weather  and  preferably  late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  -  pails  of 
water,  garden  hose,  s]:)rink]ing  can,  broom  for  grass  fires 
or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire  out  of 
control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or  fire  depart- 
ment.    Continue  to  fight  it  until  help  arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the 
hands  of  children.  It  is  never  too  early  for  parents  to  instill 
in  the  child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 

Keep  our  toi<'n  safe  from  fire. 

In  1962  we  had  2  fires.  We  burned  2  spots.  Permits 
issued  —  77 .

SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 

Another  legislative  year  has  arrived,  and  it  seems  that  no  other 
area  of  Stats  business  is  getting  more  attention  than  Education. 
The  publication  of  the  preliminary  report  of  the  Legislative  Interior 
Commission  on  Education  has  encouraged  many  people  to  take  a 
hard  look  at  our  whole  system.  This  report  is  based  on  a  great  deal 
cf  study  and  is  ^he  result  of  thousands  of  hours  of  real  work.  It  is 
deserving  of  serious  study,  for  its  conclusions  are  very  sdgnificant 
for  the  Towns  in  this  area.  There  is  no  indi;  ation  of  immediate 
1  gislaticn  to  implement  the  suggestions  of  the  report,  except  pos- 
s.ibly  in  the  area  of  increased  State  aid  to  school  districts.  We 
should  all  watch  carefully  those  items  of  legislation  which  affect 
our  schools,  and  let  our  representatives  know  how  we  expect  them 
to  vote. 

Oi  particular  interest  to  citizens  of  the  Newfound  Area  is  the 
bill  whi  h  is  being  drafted  to  enable  the  seven  towns  to  form  a 
regional  school  district.  This  legislation  is  bsing  made  necessary 
by  the  desire  of  the  school  study  committee  to  provide  for  the 
ac.  cmplishment  cf  this  cooperation  by  using  some  ideas  not  in- 
corporated in  the  present  Cooperative  School  Law.  Between  the 
time  that  this  is  available,  a  great  deal  of  information  will  be  dis- 
seminated in  various  ways.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  folks  will 
make  up  their  minds  after  this  information  is  available  to  them. 

As  we  have  so  frequently  indicated,  the  facilities  at  Bristol 
Memorial  High  S.hcol  are  overcrowded  now,  and  future  enrcll- 
ments  figures  give  promise  of  a  greater,  not  a  smaller,  burden  on 
the:2  facilities.  This  is  not  only  Bristol's  problem,  as  whatever  is 
den;  there  w.U  materially  affect  the  education  of  the  young  people 
in  {Y.^  surrounding  Towns. 

Ihe  average  salary  for  the  teachers  in  New  Hampshire's  ele- 
mentary schv^cli  this  year  is  $4900.  For  high  school  teachers  the 
average  is  $5225.  There  is  a  shortage  of  elementary  teachers  in 
tha  state,  and,  wherever  we  pay  less  than  the  average,  we  have 
diffi:ulty  finding  teachers  to  come  to  our  smaller  schools.  When- 
ever we  find  cnc  who  is  willing  to  start  here  we  take  a  chance  on 
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the  quality  cf  her  teaching,  and  serve  as  a  training  si  hool  for  larger 
and  more  affluent  districts. 

We  have  many  fine,  dedicated  teachers  in  this  area  who  are 
offering  a  good,  sound  edticational  background  to  our  youngsters. 
It  is  our  intent  and  hope  to  keep  them,  and  to  be  able  to  get  equally 
effective  people  to  replace  them  when  they  leave  and  to  supplement 
the  staffs  when  necessary.
